At Arling ton, it is the tbelief that 
the robbers committed the theft at 
midnig ht, as people heard voices in 
that vicinity , hut thong ht that some­ 
one was bring ing stock 
for early 
morning shipment. 
An automobile track was" left 
at 
Arling ton, and a window was pried 
open, with a screw driver and chisel. 
At Morristown the same tools were

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May Reduce Living Costs 
While some observers have hasti 
ly jumped into print with the predic­ 
tion that the recent increase in pas­ 
senger and freight 
rates 
granted 
railroads will increase the cost of 
living, others who have 
given 
the 
matter thorough consideration 
be­ 
lieve that ultimately the 
consumer 
will be benefited by a substantial re­ 
duction in living costs because the 
car shor’.'ge 
has 
contributed 
so 
much to the excessive cost of the 
necessities of life. 
While it is 
admitted 
that there 
may be h slight increase in living 
costs as a result of the increased 
rates, it will be only temporary. But, 
they reason that when the railroad* 
begin to feel the benefits of the in- 
creased revenue andshave invested it 
in improved facilities, the supply of 
commodities will be more ample aud. 
regular with the very natural result 
that prices w ill fall and stay down. 
One authority on the subject, who 
was not hasty about giving his opin­ 
ion on the subject, eoniments as fol­ 
lows: 
The car shortage froni which the 
country is now suffering is directly 
affecting the price of every 
article 
produced. There is 'Scarcely a coal 
mine but is calling for morb cars, 
and more months has failed to ^obtain 
sufficient ears to handle its product. 
Increased fuel cost has been reflec­ 
ted in the price of every manufac­ 
tured product. Those products them­ 
selves have been piled high in ware-

houses awaiting 
transportation 
to 
take them to market. 
There 
is 
a 
shortage in practically every com­ 
modity, due directly po the car shor­ 
tage. With transportation 
curtailed 
the law' of supply and demand has 
done the rest. The prices on availa 
ble supplies* have risen» and the peo­ 
ple have had to pay. 
The dec ision 
of 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
stipulates 
that eae-Jhadf of one percent of the 
total income received by the roads, 
estimated at 
almost 
$100,000,000, 
must be set aside each year for ad 
ditions and betterments. It required 
no official C'qpimand, tor the road% 
are ready and anxious nto make hea­ 
vy investments in new rolling stock 
and other equipment 
the moment 
their credit 
is improved and funds 
are at their disjwsal. 
The 
months 
following the inauguration of 
the 
new rates w ill w itness unprecedented 
activity on the part of ear and loco- 
motivj builders and 
producers 
of 
other railway supplies, and the efli 
cienty of American transportation 
will rise just as rapidly as those ad­ 
ditional facilities are applied to the 
railway service. 
With the increase in efficiency, ov­ 
er-production at our factories 
will 
cease. Stocks now on hand will find 
their way to market and 
into 
the 
hands of the consumer. 
Industries 
will reach and maintain their nor­ 
mal output. Employment will be reg­ 
ulated and stabilized, and shutdowns 
of manufacturing plants will be a 
thing of the past. As the rehabilita­ 
tion of the 
roads 
progresses 
the 
cost of living w ill be loweret^until a 
point is reached where the capacity 
of the roads is sufficient to meet all 
the demands upon 
it. 
Foodstuffs, 
fuel, and manufactured 
products— 
ill will feel the change and reflect it 
in increased supply and more regu­ 
ar distribution, and consequent les­ 
sening of price. 
Of course inadequate transporta­ 
tion is not the only element that en­ 
ters intd the high cost of living, but 
it is a natural and very potent one. 
Mo^t of the others 
are 
artificial, 
which a proper enforcement of the 
law would eliminate. The moment the 
department of ¡justice is presided ov­ 
er by an attorney general who thinks 
less of his political fortunes than he 
does of the 
people’s 
welfare 
we 
shall see an end of artificial 
price 
stimulation. The grant to the rail­ 
roads by the 
interstate 
commerce 
cbmmission is one of the big factors 
that insures an early and 
materia! 
redaction in the cost of living.

people were dicing needlessly ev ery 
year and that many of them were 
being taken off prematurely by old 
age diseases. 
Failure to cure minor 
ailments which result in puss form­ 
ations that get into the blood stream 
is responsible for this situation, Dr. 
Sadler said. 
“Feed the baby by the clock and 
not by the squawk,” admonished the 
speaker in urging regularity of ha­ 
bits not only for the baby but for 
grownups as well. She also impress­ 
ed 
oq parents 
the necessity of 
teaching children self control while 
v oung so that they will know how to 
liv e. 
“Most of you people are 
eating 
your way into the grav e as fast ag 
you ran,” Dr. Sadler stated, pointing 
out that more temperate habits will 
lengthen life. 
She declared 
that ev ery person 
should get a health audit frequently 
to learn if they are physically unfit 
and correct the defects if there are 
any. Dr. Sadler also warned against 
fear and worry because they contri­ 
bute so much to ill health.
